Constantinople, Sept. ll.*—Mr. Belah* 
mau, the Anteri an 
minister, had a 
long interview’ Friday

Pasha, the Turkish foreign minister, 
with reference to the question of prin- 
Tfple in fra r ed In the cases of Qfii r k i r 
Va:anian, claiming to be a naturalized 
American, who, it is alleged, shot and 
killed Apik Undjian, a prominent Ar­ 
menian. on Aug. 26, and of another 
Armenian, also said to be an Ameri­ 
can citizen, who w’as arrested for con­ 
nection with the attempt on the life 
of the sultan on July 21.

Major Scott of Leech Lake Reser­ 


vation, Goes to St. Paul to 


Meet Engineers 


INDIANS HAVE A GRIEVANCE 


MANAGER WALKER POPULAR 


They Have no Legal Claim bul 


Efforts Will be Made to Have 


Them Reimbursed 


Major Scott, of tho Leech Lake In ­ 
dian reservation, who was in the city 
today, was on his way to St. Paul where 
he will meet the government engineers 
who some time ago were ordered to 
Northern Minnesota to investigate the 
conditions resulting from the recent 
high waters and ascertain what effect 
if any the government dams had upon 
the condition of affairs. 
This board of 
engineers has completed its work and is 
now in session in St. Paul ready to hear 
any and all grievances. 
Major Scott goes to St. Paul in the 
interest of the Leech Lake Indians 
He 
says that they will suffer more than 
any one else along the route of the 
Mississippi as a result of the high water. 
The large amount of rice which they 
have been able to gather every year 
served admirable the purpose that flour 
serves the white man. 
T his year as a 
result of the high water the great rice 
beds have all been washed out ami they 
will get but very little of this substan­ 
tial food which they usually thrive on. 
Then there is the hay crop. 
They have 
put up but very little hay and they will 
have to get help from some source in I 
order to keep their stock alive. 
Major Scott stated also that they 
have another grievance coming which 
they think can never be atoned. 
Their 
dead which have been given the Indian 
burial at different points have been 
washed away and nothing that the white 
man can do will restore their feelings. 
••It is true,” said Major Scott, “that 
the 
Indians 
have 
no legal 
claim 
against the government. 
When 
the 
dams were put in by the government 
the Indians were paid 8150.000, but this 
money has long since been squandered 
and they cannot now after all these 
years be made to feel that they have 
been paid for these damages which have 
or which may yet be incurred as a 
re­ 
sult of high water. 
I believe the gov­ 
ernment ought to do something for these 
people: they, the Indians, should not be 
made to suffer just because there is a 
technicality which serves a.- a loop hole 
for the government to crawl through. 
They do not understand these matters 
like ordinary men." 
A committee of Aitkin officials also 
went down to St. Paul to meet with the 
board of engineers.

furnish wind breaks for sto ck in tho 
winter, shade in the summer, check 
hot winds and bring moisture. 
"There has been a wonderful change 
in climatic conditions of western K an­ 
ins,” says Representative Chalk Bee­ 
son. 
"I can remember when the bliz­ 
zards from tho north In tin* winter 
would kill cattle by the thousands and 
tic* hot winds from the south would 
burn up crops and pastures in the sum­ 
mer. 
We get caught coming and go­ 
ing. 
Now we are not bothered with 
either. 
The trees break die blizzards 
in winter and tho hot winds in sum ­ 
mer. 
The saving to th** farmers In 
cattle alone runs Into the thousands of 
dollars, and, for the crops, we haven’t 
known of a failure since the trees got 
big enough to do business.” 
The salvation of tho western country 
depends more upon trees than on irri­ 
gation, 
Only a small part of the coun­ 
try can tx Irrigated at all the river 
valleys. 
The government is spending 
$2 0 0 ,0 0 0 making irrigation experiments 
around Garden City. 
If the} prove 
successful, the farmers, in tlx* long 
run, will have to foot tlx* bill, 
lf they 
fall, the government will be tlx* loser. 
Hut irrigation affects only a small 
area. 
It is fix* handling of the* upland 
at a profit that will count, and it seems 
that trees offer the only solution of 
what ha* seemed a difficult problem. 
Tlx* government has s**t aside do,OOO 
acres of land iii I "limey county for a 
fj.,.,. reserve. 
Experiments 
will 
be 
made to find out what species of tim ­ 
ber Is best adapted for that country. 
Xix* arid wastes of Kurope, Asia and 
Africa 
will fx* 
lied by experts 
for trees that thrive w ithout much w a­ 
ter. 
As soon as tin government has 
its reserve well started it will supply 
trees to western farmers ut a small 
c .st and encourage them In every way 
to star* groves. 
The state now supplies hob,OU) trees 
annually t( tlx* fanners. 
These ar** 
produced at the station and shipped 
out in th** spring. The farmers simply
